THE amazing affair of the John Kos- 
mina death threat highlighted yet 
again the huge problems Soccer faces 
in this country. 

Why is it these stories are never 
written about players in the other 
codes of football? 

The answer must be that Soccer 
has a monopoly of ratbags, an unde- 
sirable species of trouble-maker which 
does not contaminate Australian 
Rules, Rugby League and Rugby 
Union. 

Soccer has always had hooligans 
who think nothing about vaulting a 
fence to run on a pitch and aim blows 
at players, referees or linesmen.

That was a decision he and Soccer 
in general may regret. When he left 
Kosmina out of his team, the Sydney 
City coach created a dangerous pre- 
cedent. 

It opened the door to similar threats 
against leading players.

St George might be playing 
against Brisbane Lions. A phone call 
from Brisbane Gould carry the threat 


that Dez Marton or Terry Greedy will 
be shot if they play against Lions. 
What would Saints coach Frank Arok 
do about such a threat? 

The precedent has been set. Arok 
might be tempted to drop both players 
and field a weakened team. So anar- 
chy takes over. 

Any maniac on the end of a tele- 
phone line has it in his power to cause 
clubs to make team changes. 

It is a frightening situation. 

Be sure the person who threatened 
Kosmina is delighted at the success of 
his despicable action. 

Hopefully, he will be satisfied with 
that success and will not repeat the 
exercise. But don't bank on it. 

Hopefully, too, his action will not be 
copied by another “‘nut” in the future. 
Don't bank on that either. 

We can all be wise after the event. 
Without doubt, Eddie Thomson faced 
a terribly difficult decision over 


Kosmina. 

Should he select him and run the 
risk of a threat on a player's life being 
carried out? Or'should he treat the 
threat with the contempt it deserved 
and play Kosmina against South Mel- 
bourne? 

It was no easy decision. 

Nevertheless, we still believe Kos- 
mina should have played. 

There was another alternative of 
course. The National League could 
have switched the match from Middle 
Park to the Sydney Athletic Field, 
even if it did mean a reduced attend- 
ance. 

Even this would have been a semi- 
concession to the telephone ratbag. 

But it would have been a sensible 
way to deal with a difficult and delicate 
situation.

GENTLEMAN 
JOY DIES 


BY DAVID JACK 


BERNARD JOY died in Engiand last 
week at the age of 72, sad news 
which will be of interest to a lot of 
Australians. 


It was in 1937 that Bernard Joy captained the 
England Amateur XI which played 10 matches on a 
tour of Australia. 

Australia won two games, one in Sydney, the 
other in Newcastle, on a tour still referred 
to in some quarters as the Bernard Joy tour. 

Joy was the last of the great English 
amateurs, having had the unusual distinction of 
playing for England in a full ‘A’ interna- 
tional match against Belgium, alongside 10 profes- 
sional team mates in 1936. 

He also represented Great Britain in the 
1936 “Hitler” Olympic Games in Berlin, 

He played for Corinthian-Casuals at the time 
but moved to Arsenal, strictly maintaining his 
amateur status in the most professional side in 
England, and was a first-team regular with the 
Gunners from 1937 until he retired in 1946, 

Joy then turned to sporting journalism in 
which field he again achieved great fame, being 
the leading football and tennis writer with 
the Evening Standard for many years. 

Bernard Joy’s death was a personal loss for me 
because, on many English international tours, 
we struck up a lasting friendship. 

A gifted tennis player, Bernard once organ- 
ised a tennis match in Copenhagen on an English 
football tour and invited me to partner him! 

On the other side of the net, we faced 
Stanley Matthews and the great Danish inter- 
national footballer Nils Middleboe. I seem to 
remember, Bernard's will-to-win hauled us to 
victory against the Matthews-Middleboe combi- 
nation! 

Joy retired from full-time journalism following 
the 1974 World Cup in West Germany but was still 
in great demand as a freelance contributor on 
football until shortly before his death. 

As a footballer and a football writer, Bernard 
Joy stood for all that is good in this great game. 
He will be missed by many people.

We should not put the 
blame for the unwelcome 
result of such incompe- 
tence, bad luck or bad 
finishing on to the 
shoulders of goalkeepers 
and referees. 

And on the other hand, 
the most difficult 
skills in the game for all 
outfield players are 
those headers, volleys, 
shots on the run, shots 
on the turn and so on 
which produce goals. 

Virtually every team 
complains of the numerous 
goalscoring chances its 
players miss.

But that is the 
nature of Soccer. 

You need numerous 
chances to score goals. 

The Yugoslav coaching 
association took statis- 
tics on goalscoring over a 
period of many months 
which found that you had 
to have nine attempts

at goal (on an average) to 
score a goal. 

Of course, some teams 
some days may score four 
goals from six attempts. 
But on other days they 
may not score any goals from 
20-plus attempts, 
which was the case with 
my team in the aforemen- ° 
tioned game. 

On average, however, 
it needs nine at- 
tempts at goal to score. 
These statitics cor- 
respond with those ta- 
ken in goalscoring in the 
1966 World Cup in 
England. 


Difficult 


Attempts that do 
hit the goal are a real 
test for any goalkeeper, 
which is why it is such a 
difficult position in 
which to play well enough 
to satisfy the coach, 

So perhaps the goal- 
keepers and referees of 
the world should form a 
brotherhood for self adv-
